_Why help the helpless?

heirs are among the most wrenching stories 

the state’s human-service bureaucracy. 

Thankfully, they are few number, though 
their numbers increase with every year. Their 
plight compelling, and the government action 
needed save them clear, that incredible 
the problem should even exist. And yet, the state 
Massachusetts appears unable solve dilemma 
that challenges the very purpose government, 
apparently because dark side 
politics has gotten the way. 

Jeremiah and Lillian Perry still remember the 
day, eight years ago, when they placed their son 
Johnny the Mayflower House, “pediatric 
nursing home” Plymouth offering care for 
children who are both severely retarded and 
physically handicapped. “It wasn’t easy letting him 
go,” Mrs. Perry recalls, “but called home 
away from home. was sad day but happy day, 
too. When you think it, it’s really wonderful 
what they’ve done with him.” Johnny was born 
with cerebral palsy; also mentally retarded. 


Although can recognize his parents, cannot 


walk, speak, feed himself. Jerry, Lillian, and 
another son visit Johnny three four times week 
and every weekend; they talk him and help put 
him bed. years old.

BOWDEN UPDATE 


our September issue, the Phoenix reported that 
most the candidates for mayor Boston (all but 
fringe candidate, fact) said they believed the city 
should pay the court judgment stemming from the 1975 
police shooting James Bowden. result that 
story, the lawyers representing his widow, Patricia 
Bowden, sought continuance their court action 
aimed seizing the home one the officers who did 
the shooting. And Friday, September 23, Suffolk 
Superior Court Judge John Forte agreed delay his 
decision the case until February after the city’s next 
mayor has taken office. 

Bowden, black BCH maintenance man, was shot and 
killed undercover officers Dennis McKenna and 
Edward Holland; the conditions the shooting strongly 
suggested that was innocent victim, and not (as 
had been suggested mistaken identification) 
suspect Cambridge robbery that afternoon. Phoenix 
reporter Dave and photographer Ken Kobre 
were assignment with the police the time. 

Since then, two federal juries have found that 
McKenna and Holland were fault the shooting, and 
have awarded Mrs. Bowden and her two children 
$250,000. Claiming shortage funds, however, the 
city has refused pay the award, which now totals 
better than $750,000, including interest and court- 
awarded legal fees. Unless the city makes the payment, 
the two officers are solely liable. The latest court action 
was attempt have officer transfer his 
house his estranged wife declared invalid that 
lien could placed the home. The Police 
Patrolman’s Association has threatened work stoppage 
the home taken. 

Michael O’Donnell, one Mrs. Bowden’s attorneys, 
says that after the publication the Phoenix story, 
sent registered letter each the mayoral candidates. 
asked them get touch with him their positions 
the payment differed from what had been reported. 
None the candidates responded the letter, 
O’Donnell sought the delay. 

“Patricia wanted anything she could keep 
Barbara McKenna from losing the house,” O’Donnell 
says. claims that Mrs. Bowden urged that the case 
postponed after she read the story. 


VERDICTS THE GANG 
THAT BROKE THE BANK 


been more than two years since group 
carousing Somerville bachelors scaled the scaffolding 
the downtown construction site the State Street Bank 
and Trust, fell through acoustical-tile ceiling into the 
bank, and tripped silent alarm. The Boston police 
officers who arrived the scene said that one the 
men, Brian Langton, had assaulted cop, fled foot 
through the Quincy Market area, and threatened 
another cop, Sergeant Neil Powers, with “shiny 
before being dropped single shot from 
gun. The police later found knife blade 
without handle the vicinity. 

After extensive surgery, the Somerville carpenter 
recovered, find that faced the following criminal 
charges: armed assault with intent murder, assault 
and battery with deadly weapon, possession 
burglarious tools, assault and battery, and breaking and 
entering the nighttime with intent commit felony. 
Langton’s flamboyant defense attorney, Thomas Troy, 
counterclaimed that the shooting Langton was 
unwarranted use deadly force and that his client and 
the others the late-night escapade were merely ona 
“lark.” For two years the charges and countercharges 
flew back and forth. The authorities threatened 
prosecute the Somerville man the fullest extent the 
law; attorney Troy loudly made known that 
intended file civil-rights action charging that 
Langton’s shooting had been “wrongful.” Last week, 
Judge John Sheehan and Suffolk County jury finally 
sorted the charges out. 

Early the trial, Judge Sheehan entered directed 
verdicts not guilty the charges armed assault 
with intent murder and possession burglarious 
tools. The jury concluded that Langton was guilty 
assault and battery against Patrolman Albert 
Charbonnier. (Charbonnier had testified that Langton, 
who practices karate, had jumped out the unfinished 
ceiling and tried wrestle away his service revolver.) 
And Thursday, the jury found Langton not guilty 
assault and battery with deadly weapon, not guilty 
breaking and entering the nighttime with intent 
commit felony, but guilty the so-called “lesser 
included” offense trespassing. Langton’s codefendant, 
Paul Regan, who was represented Troy’s former 
partner Robert Collins, was found not guilty 
possessing burglarious tools, not guilty B&E the 
nighttime with intent, and guilty trespassing. Judge 
Sheehan assessed some $685 fines against Langton 
and some $60 fines against Regan. 

But the courtroom battles aren’t over. According 
Troy, who says appealing the verdicts, his 
client would have been willing plead guilty 
trespassing (he never denied was the bank) and 

“technical” assault against Charbonnier. However, 
says Troy, the district attorney also wanted him plead 
guilty breaking and entering and release the police 
from civil liability any future lawsuit. About three 


months ago, during the height bargaining, Troy had 
filed with the city letter intent bring civil action. 
When neither side was willing budge, the matter was 
scheduled for trial. 

says Troy, the verdicts against his client will 
actually aid the civil suit. Even though Langton was 
originally charged with major felonies, for which 
faced the possibility years jail, was convicted 
charges that were far less serious. was convicted 
misdemeanors,” says the voluble Troy. “It’s our 
position that takes felony justify the use deadly 
force.” 


WILFRED BURCHETT, 
1911-1983 


Wilfred Burchett, the noted international journalist, 
died last Tuesday hospital Sofia, Bulgaria, after 
long illness. was years old. 

career newsman began the ‘30s, 
when freelanced for papers his native Australia 
while working travel agent Germany. Writing 
became his full-time occupation during World War II: 
covered the action China, Burma, and the Pacific for 
the Daily Express London. After Japan surrendered, 
scored one his biggest scoops. Ignoring orders 
stay Tokyo, boarded train Hiroshima and 
became the first Western reporter file report the 
city’s devastation American A-bomb. 

Burchett liked call himself correspondent “with 
the world beat.” After the war, reported from 
Eastern Europe for the Express, then headed for Korea 
1951 report the fighting there. was this 
assignment that Burchett gained his full measure 
notoriety the established media and political circles 
Western Europe, North America, and Australia. Many 
criticized him for reporting from North Korea, but others 
argued that offering rare glimpse the “other side,” 
was helping make overall Western coverage the 
war more truly objective. 

began 30-year association with the Guardian, 
radical newsweekly based New York, 1952, when 
the paper published his dispatches from the Korean 
ceasefire talks Panmunjom. After becoming staff 
correspondent for the Guardian 1956, regularly 
filed stories from China, the Soviet Union, and Eastern 
Europe. the early ‘60s his attention shifted 
Southeast Asia, where covered the upheavals 
Vietnam, Laos, and Cambodia from the vantage point 
those who opposed Western intervention. 

Decades on-the-spot reporting provided the raw 
material for his books, which focused wars 
national liberation. His book Vietnam Will Win, 


published the Guardian 1968, contradicted the 
prevailing wisdom shared the time even many 
the antiwar movement that Chi Minh’s forces 
would soon pushed into the sea. While new 
generation writers was just discovering something 
that would called “advocacy journalism,” Burchett 
simply went working, doing what had done all 
along going where other reporters did not, reporting 
what they would not. 

Former New York Timesman Harrison Salisbury 
once called him Lincoln Steffens John Reed with 
Australian accent.” Like Steffens and Reed, Wilfred 
Burchett made secret his sympathies and 
apology for taking sides. survived his wife 
Bulgarian national), three sons, daughter, grandson, 
and host readers around the world who depended 
him for news that the Times and others deemed 
unfit print.

You note 
what horrors have been visited upon some poor souls 
and then you leave them deal with the misery, and 
you get beer. 

There are times when has worked exactly that way. 
long time ago, when job included churning out 
one police story after another, teletyped nightly 
frenzy gore, manmade and natural disasters, near- 
misses, auto crashes, drownings, hunting accidents, 
shootings, stabbings, and all other types assorted 
mayhem. You get inured it, but occasionally story 
was horrible that even the midst trying make 
deadline, stop, exhausted not from work but from 
the brutality incident. And sometimes, not 
ashamed say, sometimes, contrary every dictate 
the business and defiant all the macho bullshit that 
comes with the trade, sometimes would cry. 

remember still, years after the incident, the story 
family going home after vacation, the drunken 
driver who drove his auto across the median strip into 
the lane oncoming traffic and smashed into that 
family’s car. child died. have witness it. 
was busy. There were too many stories done from 
too many police stations. was collector statistics 
and incidents. kid dies, and some stranger sitting few 
miles away writes story and teletypes the home 
office. Rest peace. Two decades and year later, and 
wonder how the rest the family has lived all these 
years with that one terrible moment. And have had 
lot beers since then. 

Since then, there have been other stories, stories that 
some might consider greater importance because 
they involve more people, whole nations sometimes. But 
have come realize that they aren’t really more 
important. They are bigger because they involve more 
people, but not more important than the stuff that comes 
over the phone from the patrolman sergeant. They are 
all important for their common denominators the 
unnecessary loss life and the mutilation both body 
and spirit. 

Some journalists escape such stories covering space 
shuttles, organic farming, the America’s Cup. The 
rest don’t know any better and back time and 
again the business brutality. 

the international level, instead the local cop 
houses the state trooper manning the phone the 
barracks, there Amnesty International, the nonprofit 
organization that monitors worldwide inhumanity and 
tries publicize what finds. am, then, police 
reporter sorts again. And this some what 
Amnesty International has found: 

Peru, security forces, conducting counterinsurgency 
operations, have executed hundreds Andean Indians. 
Amnesty International has written protest the 
president Peru. quite disappointed, says, 
because “until this year Peru had not figured among 
countries where official forces were reported 
abducting and killing unarmed Welcome 
the club, Peru. Amnesty International says that “many 
the unnamed victims have been killed after being 
detained, wounded, tortured military units and 
recently established civilian anti-guerrilla groups.” 
Amnesty International not naive. understands that 
the Peruvian government fighting vicious band 

Marxist guerrillas, the Shining Path, who kill civilians 
trumped-up charges. But insists that none that 
excuses the government for illegally executing people. 

allegedly happening Peru “extra-judicial,” 
outside the law. What Amnesty International says 

happening inside East Germany strictly legal, for 
East Germany, the brutality inherent the law itself. 

East Germans are regularly sent the slammer for 
criticizing official government policies. Citizens who 
have publicized their difficulties getting exit visas 
have been jailed for “treasonable passing 
information.” That the information question 


the fallacies this journalism business 
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accurate and contains official secrets irrelevant 
the East German authorities, and neither the general 
public nor those related the accused are allowed 
attend the trials. 

Those convicted include Dresden plumber whose 
desire emigrate was foreign journals, 
engineer charged with “incitement hostile the state” 
for recording and circulating songs dissident 
Marxist songwriter, and couple collared for “impeding 
public and social activity” peacefully protesting 
denials their applications emigrate. 

Offending one’s dignity, intruding upon one’s basic 
human rights, psychologically and physically terrorizing 
citizens these often are not the haphazard acts 
few sadistic government employees, Although some 
army captain village chief Peru might exceeding 
his authority, the cops and bureaucrats East Germany 
are playing the letter the law. 

Indonesia, the government has given new meaning 
the word Indonesian troops fighting 
East Timor have received instructions that seem 
permit torture. The East Timor resistance movement 
took from Indonesian soldiers 82-page military 
manual that Amnesty International says has

Flynn supported King 1978 and 
again 1982, and says did the 
second time because King directed some 
$20 million spent the 
public-housing project after Flynn had 
asked him for the aid.

New Left veterans started organizing 
blue-collar constituencies around 
neighborhood issues. Their model was 
Saul Alinsky Chicago, who developed 
the community-organizing techniques 
now used citizen-action groups. 
greater Boston, many activists were 
attracted Massachusetts Fair Share, 
which opened its first office Chelsea 
storefront 1973; they included Michael 
Ansara, former SDS leader Harvard 
who was director the organization 
from 1975 until recently. short order, 
the organization opened chapters 
many working-class 
communities, and blue-collar 
neighborhoods other Massachusetts 
cities. They capitalized the frustration 
people low-income neighborhoods 
who were unable get streets repaired 
traffic lights installed who lacked 
services because political leaders had 
decided they could ignored.

birth defects, accidents, or, some 
cases, extreme child abuse. One girl de- 
veloped brain damage after being de- 
livered eight minutes after her mother 
died. Others were carried mothers 
who incurred other com- 
plications childbirth. Another was 
saved from drowning after brain dam- 
age already had set in. 

patients remain small 
under 100 pounds for most their 
lives. Many are blind, and others have 
frequent seizures. Because medical 
advances, children with these sorts 
afflictions are now starting live much 
longer than before some are now well 
into their second decade. Ironically 
and unfortunately for the children and 
their parents state policy care for 
them kept pace with the medical 
technology that can preserve their lives. 

Today, there are young adults like 
Johnny Perry living “illegally” the 
state’s pediatric nursing homes.

Sullivan, 36, native Belmont, 
Massachusetts, who moved Florida 
1973, has spent almost exactly years 
death row here.

Even the 
Bob Sullivan 1973 was guilty, 
what about the model prisoner 
who tutors illiterate inmates and 
dissuades suicides, who argues 
for life the death house? And 
judge that years life 
before death has rehabilitated 
someone, can rehabilitate some- 
one, what are the new and 
peculiar obligations the crimi- 
nal-justice system 
created this new and peculiar 
sentence? 

the last, seems, death row 
keeps all prisoner. cannot 
escape the questions about Bob 
Sullivan long reserve the 
right kill him. innocent, 
there reasonable doubt 
about his guilt, then obviously 
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cannot take his life. But 
only mistrust our system laws 
and men formulaic Miranda 
warnings and testimony plea- 
bargaining 
fallible jury verdicts how then 
can trust the judgments 
renders, trust them with life-and- 
death certitude? impossible 
death row and look into 
Sullivan’s watery blue-gray eyes 
and then say with certainty that 
was guilty innocent years 
ago, just it’s impossible say 
with certainty that the 
portrait guilty man who has 
been rehabilitated years later. 
Just it’s impossible confront 
the years Rose 
suffering without agreeing that 
power assuage and prevent 
and without acknowledging 
the powerful desire cast out 
and punish and avenge, reserv- 
ing society the right and duty 
kill the killer finds utterly 
abhorrent. 

And the volumes conflict- 
ing data deterrence, and the 
passionate arguments over the 
rightness punishment and the 
power vengeance deform 
the avenger, come down this: 
have the right take life, 
don’t we? And which act 
are diminished more 
state-sanctioned killing, coldly 
premeditated the most cold- 
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ferocious act the killer who 
escapes our ultimate 
ment? 

These are the questions that 
crowd you Bob 
jailers appear the door the 
Administrative Confinement Vis- 
iting Area signal that your 
interview over. You get 
from the table, gather your 
notebook and your tape recorder, 
and realize that one the 
corrections officers 
starched brown uniforms there 
for you, escort you out you 
retrace your steps through this 
labyrinth maximum security 
and ultimate isolation. One guard 
puts gentle hand the con- 
demned man’s forearm and 
begins leading him toward 
corner the visiting room. You 
say, “Goodbye.” It’s the right 
word, course, but after two 
hours, doesn’t seem 
enough. the other side 
the ACVA threshold when you 
get the urge say again, 
repetition might make mean 
more. 

But it’s too late. You peer 
Sullivan through the light 
door that closing between you. 
His hands are cuffed behind his 
back again. He’s standing ease, 
profile, about feet away. 
turns just his head the right.

cal orientation changed, 
that populist

statements that revealed popu- 
list bent. one occasion 
complained about utility bills. 
another, endorsed national 
health insurance. When Flynn 
got the State House, 1971, 
frequently voted true con- 
servative, casting ballots up- 
hold the death penalty, pre- 
vent the use Medicaid pay 
for abortions, and, yes, prevent 
the creation black seat the 
state Senate.

broadcast Channel 56), Flynn 
replied that busing 
counter- 
productive.” also continues 
believe that abortions are morally 
wrong, though has tried 
assure feminists that, mayor, 
his belief will have little effect 
one. 

But was economic and 
neighborhood issues where left- 
ist community organizers and 
Flynn would find common 
ground. After was elected 
the city council, 1977 (for 
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year, served both the 
legislature and the council), 
his political activities, like his 
new citywide constituency, 
gradually took 
dimensions. violent opposi- 
tion busing waned, and the 
siege mentality many neigh- 
borhoods dissipated, residents 
across the city began once again 
direct their attention host 
ills that afflicted their neigh- 
borhoods. And whenever and 
Flynn seemed there. 
became frequent visitor East 
Boston, where added his voice 
the opposition airport noise 
and airport expansion and the 
idea building third tunnel 
adjacent residential com- 
munity. Flynn also became the 
city’s most visible proponent 
tougher rent-control ordinance, 
and ban evictions make 
way for 
versions. addition, the fall 
1979, time additional racial 
violence the public schools, 
fortuitous and dramatic 
role helping rescue young 
black couple from angry gang 
white teenagers Boston 
Common was widely publicized. 
Not coincidentally, was 
about the same time that black 
political leaders like Doris Bunte 
and Mel King, well the city’s 
pre-eminent liberal, Barney 
Frank, began out their 
way say nice things about the 
guy. 

Thus, precisely the moment 
organizers the citizen-action 
movement were thinking about 
moving into electoral politics, 
Ray Flynn emerged cham- 
pion the poor, pol who 
already held office with populist 
views, deep roots working- 
class Boston, and commitment 


healing city torn racial 
hatred. For few community 
organizers who believed that 
changing the balance power 
the city, and solving its racial 
problems, depended the city’s 
white working class, Flynn 
seemed like ideal candidate. 
“It just that Ray was 
independent,” Bledsoe said. “He 
was encouraging neighborhood 
involvement neighborhood 
empowerment you want get 
down two words trying 
foster it. Which what had 
been doing. Once started work- 
ing for Ray, found myself 
working same issues 
worked Fair Share. Only 
was working for city councilor 
the interesting step taking that 
one step forward.” 

Neil Sullivan, Bledsoe’s broth- 
er-in-law and another former Fair 
Share organizer, working 
policy coordinator the 
campaign. says that there was 
never planned link between 
Fair Share and the Flynn cam- 
paign, part because discussions 
Fair Share about involving the 
organization electoral politics 
were focused getting can- 
didates elected the state legis- 
lature, and also because leaders 
Fair Share didn’t believe Flynn 
could run credible race for 
mayor. “Rather than push get 
behind him, there was sense 
that he’s nice guy, but that nice 
guys can’t win race for mayor 
Boston,” Sullivan said. Bledsoe 
and Sullivan are also eager say 
that Flynn arrived his poliical 
positions without any help from 
movement. 
“Ray much more politcally 
advanced 
citizen action, anything citizen 
action doing around the coun- 
try,” Sullivan said. lot 
people who were Fair Share 
are attracted Ray Flynn be- 
cause what he’s figured out 
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his own. was Ray who decided 
that economic power 
talked about jobs, educa- 
tion, housing, battles that 
can won. And he’s from South 
Boston, place that Fair Share 
was never able organize.” 

But though Flynn was able 
develop ideology without the 
assistance 
ganizers the city, he’s elected 
mayor part the credit will 
the activists who 
what Flynn mayoralty could 
mean. That understanding began 
take hold 1981. the time, 
Bledsoe was working for con- 
sultant organized labor. 
became interested Flynn, vol- 
unteered work his 1981 
council campaign, and eventually 
was given paying job. 

the election that year, Flynn 
topped the ticket race among 
candidates for nine at-large 
seats. Suddenly, Flynn looked 
like man with real chance 
running credible campaign for 
mayor two years down the road, 
and other leftist organizers de- 
cided get the Flynn 
bandwagon early. The following 
winter, Dooley began talking 
with Flynn about the coming 
mayoralty. And Bledsoe was 
sending encouraging reports 
his brother-in-law about real 
working-class hero. handful 
lefties Flynn mayoral can- 
didacy offered unique op- 
portunity play pivotal role 
winning campaign for control 
the city’s political apparatus. 
Bledsoe recently said, 
don’t get shot like this very 
often.”

Ray Flynn’s coalition may 
seem unwieldly, but it’s one that 
shows few signs strain. Ac- 
cording Flynn supporters, the 
presence the new activists 
the Flynn camp cost the 
candidate any more votes his 
socially conservative base than 
already lost with his overtures 
the black community. Joe 
Fisher, South Boston resident 
who grew with Flynn and 
worked every one his 
campaigns, believes Flynn will 
well South Boston 
election day. would think 
ever done,” said. mean, he’s 
represented those people.” 

Indeed has. Because Flynn 
remains genuinely conservative 
some important social issues, 
and because his views the 
economic issues are obviously 
the interests most South 
Boston residents, it’s hard see 
how the presence small 
group hard-working activists 
the campaign would send 
Flynn supporters away droves. 
Thus has Flynn come stand 
the confluence the communi- 
ty-organizing left and the neigh- 
borhood-oriented right, symbol 
for real working men and women 
and for visionaries well. 

Nevertheless, it’s still not en- 
tirely clear what Mayor Flynn 
would stand for. His support for 
former Governor King, and the

Welcome the National Center for Jewish Film, 
whose self-assigned mission “gather, preserve 
and disseminate film materials relevant the Jewish 
experience.” Here, the cofounders one-of-a- 
kind, nonprofit center and their two assistants 
perform little-known labor love. 

all began 1973, when Sharon Pucker Rivo, 
now executive director the center, and Miriam 
Saul Krant, the assistant director, heard that 
privately held collection Yiddish-language films 
was for sale. The women set out acquire it, and 
1976 they had raised the necessary money. Seven 
later, films and photographs continue pour 
in, people from all over the world hear the 
center’s efforts. the five major film archives this 
country, the center the only one devoted entirely 
specific subject matter. 

Finding and preserving such vast amount 
photos and film make Rivo’s and Krant’s work seem 
herculean. And they also have desire educate; 
the center provides resources for scholarly research 
and assists theatrical, film, and television 
productions; also makes films available 
community and religious groups. far the most 
expensive, time-consuming, and pressure-filled work 
film preservation, for the staff must literally race

VEGETABLE MATTERS 


With the arrival brisk 
days and cool nights, summer 
produce supplies are dwindling. 
Watermelons, for instance, are 
giving way other members 

the gourd family, like 
pumpkins and winter squash. 
Home-grown vegetables and 
truck-farmer offerings are 
rapid decline. But the new fall 
fruits and vegetables those 
hardy items that actually 
welcome chill the are 
combining with the remaining 
supplies summer items 
assure good produce mix for 
another month. One last glorious 
burst before the stillness 
winter sets in. 

still feeling the 
repercussions hot, dry 
summer several harvests 
(corn) ended early and others 
(apples) are undersized. 
Fortunately, the break weather 
last month will greatly help the 
crops that remain. And the 
season’s first killer frost doesn’t 
come rushing too soon, can 
expect see full array fall 
produce throughout October. 


Fruit 

Apple harvests all across the 
country are now full swing 
America’s favorite fruit 
tumbling out the trees and into 
the baskets. This year’s crop 
being characterized large 
number and good quality, but 
small fruit size. 

The far West has had better 
growing conditions than 
everybody else, its fruit 
plump and beautiful. The 
Midwest and Northeast had 
suffer through hot, dry summer, 
their apples are smaller and 
less colorful. The lower Hudson 
Valley, which the largest apple 
producer the Northeast, was 
particularly hard hit the 
adverse weather. Smaller size 
means that seeing more 
bag apples the stores, which 
makes quality selection more 


difficult. also means that 
paying premium prices for 
large apples. The poor apple 
coloring should improve the 
nights cool off. 

The real test for apples taste 
and texture. good apple 
blend full flavor and crispness. 
But apples, like pears, develop 
fuller flavor after harvesting. 
little storage gives the apple time 
produce more sugars. But 
herein lies the dilemma: storage 
adds flavor but diminishes 
crispness. Although some apples 
are better able walk this fine 
line than others, those the East 
Coast seem have tough time 
with this balancing act. 

New England’s 
most popular apple, has 
distinctively tart sweet flavor. It’s 
also soft apple, making poor 
for storage and baking. But since 
moving into the heart 
the season, don’t worry right now 
about its long-range structural 
deficiencies, just enjoy the 
moment. 

The Macoun another good 
eating apple. fact, many 
consider its flavor and texture 
better than Mac (which one 
its parents). Macouns have 
shorter season and run more 
expensive than Macs, but like 
Macs, they have short shelf life. 

Cortlands, larger and harder 
than Macs, are more all- 
purpose apple. They are good for 
baking and eating fresh. They 
also hold longer storage. 
But the flavor bit tame 


‘comparison with the distinctive 


tang Macs and Macouns. 
Golden and Red Delicious 
apples, which streaming 
into market until later the 
month, are eating rather than 
cooking apples. Delicious apples 
are far and away the biggest 
sellers. Retailers and shippers 
love them: they store well, don’t 
show bruises, and have long 
season. only they had flavor. 
Wait the reds until the local 


supplies pick toward the end 
the month; the ones out the 
shelves right now are from the 
hot-weather orchards down 
south, and they’re really spongy 
and 

The general rule thumb 
that the deeper into fall get, 
the better the apples. the 
end the month expect see 
the nice, hard apples Northern 
Spys and the West Coast Granny 
Smiths and Winesaps. 

The New England Bartlett 
pears are already fading. Though 
there are still West Coast Barts 
around, pear the 
market this month the native 
Bosc. Ugly appearance (russet 
overlaying brownish-yellow 
base), they are excellent for both 
eating and baking, but expect 
them run higher price than 
Bartletts. Remember that for 
eating, pears must stand the 
shelf until they respond gentle 
pressure when grasped. They 
need time develop their 
buttery, juicy, sweet flavors. 

Although the local harvest 
grapes has peaked, the blue 
Concords and the amber 
Niagaras are still available. The 
green and red seedless table 
grapes from California, which are 
also the downhill side their 
run, will continue supply 
with good quality and supplies 
through the month. Emperors, 
the primary storage fresh grape, 
have begun arrive, and supplies 
will run into winter. 

The local cranberry harvest 
also beginning. Fresh supplies 
the market will probably 
down some this year because 
the dry summer, and the 
processors always get first shot 
what around from the South 


Shore bogs. Select berries that are 


glossy, plump, firm, and red. 
Avoid those that are dull, 
shriveled, soft, and sticky. Store 
the refrigerator. 

Strawberries are going into 
seasonal decline, even though 


the California growers are trying 
for 12-month season. The 
berries may look good, but most 
have spongy texture and flat 
taste. Melons are also fading; 
honeydews with their stronger 
shelf life and fuller flavor are 
better buy than cantaloupes, 
which are increasingly erratic 
supply and quality. 

summer fades and the 
coolness autumn intensifies, 
people begin add citrus their 
shopping list. But October still 
too early for sweet-tasting citrus. 
This more transition month, 
the California Valencias fade 
out and the Florida juicers come 
in. But the prospects for the citrus 
season look favorable. Word out 
Florida and Texas that 
growing conditions have been 
good and that the grapefuit and 
orange crops will large and 
will have well-sized fruit. this 
point, however, neither fruit has 
developed much sugar, 
more likely bring pucker 
than smile. And early 
tangelos are even worse. No, it’s 
better wait until mid-month 
even until November for flavor 
pick up. 

Pomegranates, the perfect kid’s 
fruit, are in, though the later 
varieties are sweeter and fuller 
flavored. Look for Wonderfuls 
around mid-October. And 
toward the end the month, 
persimmons will start move. 
But beware. unripe 
persimmon shocking 
experience: it’s like eating stick 
chalk that expands your 
mouth. 

Walnut growers are looking 
the third year above-average 
harvests. Walnut prices, 
accordingly, are tumbling. Watch 
for sales and refund coupons. 
the other side the shell, 
however, the almond crop 
predicted reach only half its 
potential. Couple this with 
consumption since 1981, and the 
almond market going 
tight, which translates into higher 
prices. 


Vegetables 

Even though East Coast 
vegetable harvests are shifting 
around the summer growing 
season ends, growers our 
Northeast region, which extends 
north into Canada and south 
New Jersey, are still sending 
abundance produce market. 

Leafy vegetables are mostly 
coming from local and New 
Jersey farms, with California 
providing backup. have the 
full complement lettuces for 
while. For even longer, have 
the hardy cooking greens 
collards, kale, and escarole 
(which has particularly nice 
flavor for the fall). The local 
spinach crop has returned for its 
second season. This native 
spinach loosely bundled (the 
whole nutritious plant), not 
cellophane-wrapped (cut leaves) 
from the big California 
operations. will good 
stead through the month. This 
will end the loose-spinach 
supplies until the Texas harvests 
start late January. 

You can always tell when 
near the end harvest 
season the great influx 
pumpkins and winter squashes. 
Now the time try some 
those out-of-the-ordinary squash 
varieties, those strange shapes 
with strange names. This way 
you bored with the 
more common acorns and 
butternuts later the fall 
when they are the only ones 
around. 
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Also the Northeast are four 
items Brussels sprouts, carrots, 
cauliflower, and broccoli that 
generally come from the great 
valleys California. (In fact, 
California shippers are poised 
and ready jump back the 
first sign faltering local 
market.) Eastern Long Island 
particularly strong supplier 
nice, tender B-sprouts and 
cauliflower (and pumpkins). 
Meanwhile, sweet carrots 
continue pour from nearby 
farms. October big month for 
cauliflower, which prefers cool 
nights (and can take little frost). 
Moving down from Canada, 
which has been supplying nice 
head, cauliflower shipments are 
now coming from Maine, 
Massachusetts, and Long Island. 
Native broccoli tender and 
sweet: you can eat lot the 
stem. Growers Maine and 
Prince Edward Island are trying 
break into the big commercial 
market dominated California, 
they are sending down nicely 
packed, full bunches. 

The native cucumber has 
fizzled out. New York, which has 
longer run, still packing out 
nice cukes, though they are 
waxed for some reason. When 
these fade out, too, there will 
short, erratic supplies until 
December, when the Florida and 
Mexico dealers start up. Though 
eggplants tend hang around 
little longer than cucumbers, they 
will also undergo brief hiatus 
until popping again Florida 
toward the end November. 

Regional potatoes are 
beginning their big push into 
market. The hot, dry summer 
diminished potato sizes all the 
growing regions, many 
farmers are leaving their spuds 
the ground size up, even 
though this delays harvests and 
runs the risk running into 
early frost. The best all-purpose 
potatoes come from Prince 
Edward Island, but that’s 
certainly reason shun the 
good-tasting, less-expensive 
varieties from Maine, New York, 
and Massachusetts. The best 
baking potato still the russet 
Burbank grown out West, 
particularly Idaho. 

The harvests several 
vegetables that are sensitive 
cool weather have already begun 
move back down the coast. 
Yellow crookneck and zucchini 
squashes have taken 
residency North Carolina, and 
green beans will follow soon 
they wind their New Jersey 
harvest. But, any case, there 
will not much these around 
until the Florida vegetable 
harvests get under way, toward 
the end November. 

The harvest 
mature-green tomatoes picking 
volume, homegrown 
harvests die down. This means 
that back the less-than- 
flavorful commercial winter 
tomato. (Quick, race out and grab 
that last juicy red one and savor 
its goodness!) Later the fall, 
the tomato harvest will switch 
over Florida which will 
little better, but not much. 

coming. Vegetables taste 
good they now for another 
eight nine months. Best set out 
gather your fill much full- 
bodied local stuff you can. 
Then dead winter you can sit 
back and tell stories the good 
ol’ days.

someone must painstakingly transfer them 
acetate-based safety film made petroleum and 
silver. The skyrocketing costs these chemicals 
recent years mean that the average restoration will 
run anywhere from $10,000 $40,000 per film. (The 
transfer process done out town because Boston 
has facilities handle the intricate procedure.)

Others shock, such blurry shot the lynched Leo 
Frank Georgia the beginning the century 
gory testimony American anti-Semitism. 

But the attempt seek out lost film and photos goes 
on. The salt-and-pepper-haired Krant explains, 
must have sense history and their 
role and their culture’s role the scheme things. 
make sure that the Jewish culture especially that 
Eastern Europe, which for all practical purposes was lost 
the war remembered, must continue look 
for these films and pictures. It’s amazing what people 
have their homes.” 

Dr. Donald Miller Chicago one the resources 
talking about. Now years old, Miller, Jew, 
remembers clearly the day the end World War 
when and other American soldiers liberated Dachau, 
the site concentration camp outside Munich. For 
three-and-a-half years, Miller had served officially 
army surgeon and unofficially his 
photographer. When entered the gates the camp, 
realized the historical significance what lay before 
him and began filming. voice shaken with memories 
recounts the events that day: the ‘Arbeit 
Macht Frei’ gates were open, saw before 
indescribable tragedy. Corpses prisoners, and 
officers, and even dogs were strewn about. There were 
railroad cars filled with people. Rooms smelled 
carbolic, sulfuric, and nitric acid, indicating medical 
experiments had been done there. was absolutely 
flabbergasted, and today can still see those things 
great detail mind. knew was important make 
record all that had gone on.” 

Eventually, Miller returned home practice 
orthopedic surgeon. What had witnessed, however, 
was not forgotten; and began lecturing groups 
using the 20-minute film underscore his message. 

Thirty-nine years later, the nitrate-based home 

movie was more than little frayed, and feared 
would disintegrate. Through the Holocaust Memorial 
Foundation, the doctor heard the National Center for 
Jewish Film, and its founders’ interest receiving film 
pertaining Jews. contacted the archive and told 
staffers there what had and what needed done. 
Six months later, Miller was sent restored copy his 
movie, and the center had another page history add 
its files. Miller wasn’t charged cent. cannot tell 
you,” says, “what their cooperation meant me.

The collection documents the 
year for Jewish and Negro pix” testimony those 
years when the Yiddish film flourished. After World War 
most American filmmakers stopped producing the 
films because, Rivo tactfully puts it, “they lost the

the 1950s and throughout the ‘60s, “assimilation” was 
the trend. The rush suburbia was on, and was more 
vogue blend than retain cultural distinctness. 
until the 1970s, says Rivo, that generation was 
reawakened interest its roots. 

The Yiddish films, important part that Jewish 
heritage, are considered “the jewels the collection.”

Made 1939, The Light Ahead was 
for more than years. turned Europe, 

was purchased private collector, and was ultimately 
sold the center, which restored cost $20,000. 

The archive collection also documents how Jews have 
been portrayed films, themselves and others. 
Some American moviemakers, the directors 
point out, have distorted the Jewish image. 
Advertising Scheme, minute-long film set New 
York’s Lower East Side 1904, Jewish shopkeeper 
wearing spats and fake nose comes across 
stereotypical shyster. 

Perhaps most important, the center seeks preserve 
films that may not draw rave reviews and contributor 
dollars but have historical significance. There 1939 
footage the sailing the Saint Louis, which left 
Hamburg for Cuba filled with Jews fleeing the Nazis. 
The ship was turned away from Cuban ports, and the 
film captures the agony ship without country. (The 
book Voyage the Damned was based the plight 
those board.) There documentation the “passage 
bondage freedom” when Yeminite Jews were 
airlifted Israel, and underground film smuggled out 
the Soviet Union 1978, featuring the Russian 
“refusenik” Ida Nudel, who had been banished 
Siberia. And there Abba Eban, speaking passionately 
before the United Nations 1957 behalf his young 
country. 

contrast these films hope, there the horrific. 
The center houses such propaganda slides used for 
Hitler’s Youth Education Program. One Nazi slide show 
features congenital mental diseases and makes case for 
sterilization and euthanasia. “extremely sensitive” 
silent film, entitled Jews, Lice and Bedbugs, was made

genocide directed against Jews. The camera’s eye, 
notes, capable subtle distortions. 

Attempting counter the Nazi films, the 
Department War Information produced 20-minute 
film its own 1946, summarizing what the Allies 
found when they liberated the extermination camps. 
What the viewer sees, says Rivo, times repulsively 
graphic, but always riveting. Originally made with 
German soundtrack for showing occupied Germany, 
Death Mills features shots camp survivors, evidence 
mass-murder techniques, and scenes neighboring 
townsmen being forced the Allies visit the 
camps. During the course the movie, these 
townspeople, along with the rest their countrymen, 
are blamed for complicity Nazi crimes. 

those who ask why must constantly 
reminded the Holocaust, Rivo has quick reply: 
“What makes the Holocaust the worst its kind, next 
the extermination the Armenians, was that the Nazis 
and the Jews fighting each other for territory 
power, any the other things that make war. The 
Holocaust was the systematic perpetuation 
government policy exterminate entire people. 
was willful destruction for the sake destruction. And 
they photographed it! There other example 
human history where government kept such records 
such crimes. mindboggling, and serves 
reminder that must not ever happen again 
anyone.” 

Richard Geehr, 45, history professor Bentley 
College, specialist the social, political, and cultural 
aspects turn-of-the-century Austria. Three years ago, 
after much debate and nudging from other professors 

and administrators, Geehr, Protestant, agreed co- 
teach course the Holocaust. agreed after 
realizing that group students enrolled survey 
course knew nothing about what had happened the 
Jews World War II. asked one day who had heard 
the Holocaust and understood its ramifications and not 
one person not one raised their hand,” says Geehr.

Hard times for the middle class

low point the most 
recent recession came last 
November. Since then, 
are told various experts, this 
country’s economy has been 
the mend. can just avoid re- 
igniting inflation, maintain 
productivity levels, and continue 
engage sundry other forms 
prudent economic behavior, 
the prognosis for long-lasting 
recovery. 

Most people, however, are not 
really concerned with the big 
picture, the macro-economics 
that purports describe the 
general state the country. 
Instead, they are concerned with 
their own standard living and 
with that their neighbors. 
They want 
money, good-paying and 
steady job, inexpensive health 
care, affordable schools for their 
kids, and lower taxes. these 
criteria, the future the middle 
class looks bleak irrespective 
the overall direction the 
economy. 


The work scene

The kinds jobs that the 
American economy expected 
generate coming years are 
uninspiring. Contrary popular 
thinking, only about five percent 
the jobs the computer industry 
will produce the 1980s will 
highly skilled ones for in- 
stance, for programmers sys- 
tems analysts. Most will low- 
paid assembly-line slots. 

The effect computers 
middle-level positions other 
industries also expected 
generally negative. and large, 
computers worth installing 
replace $4- $6-an-hour 
workers. But they have proved

This one reason why the 
Department Labor predicts 
nine the fastest-growing job 
categories between now and the 
year 2000 will the bottom 
the employment ladder such 
jobs for janitors, orderlies, 
secretaries, and fast-food work- 
ers.

almost every standard, the hous- 
ing situation for middle-class 
Americans deteriorating. Hous- 
ing getting more expensive, 
more crowded, less accessible, 
and less private. And unless 
interest rates come down 
substantially, which would allow 
more single-family homes 


bought and more multifamily 
projects built, this trend will 
continue indefinitely. 


Health care 

Overall health-care-cost infla- 
tion, which rose percent 
annually for many years, has 
increased only six percent this 
year. Individual health costs are 
not moderating, however. Quite 
the opposite. 

The average young-to-middle- 
aged working person will have 
fork over far more out-of-pocket 
dollars for health care than 
past years. One major reason 
policy change large corpo- 
rations. Previously, these 
employers paid virtually all 
their workers’ health insurance 
and other related bills, passing 
the costs along customers 
the form higher prices for 
goods and services. today’s 
more competitive, 
oriented market, this usually 
longer possible.

simply make employees pay

benefits. 
While 


outlook big companies start- 
ing pinch, the situation 
smaller firms, which collectively 
employ far more Americans, 
already downright painful. These 
firms are far less able pass

Counselor Levine cites dis- 
ruptive personality case from her 
practice, which innocent 
underling got the ax: carries the 
implicit message for job-hunters 
that pays investigate why 
your predecessor left. 

The boss this power game 
habitually hired very competent, 
ambitious aides who, she then 
felt, threatened her supremacy. 
Levine was called mediate 
one such repetition, which 
staff loyalties had become seri- 
ously divided. The staff agreed 
the end that the assistant should 
fired, not because there was 
anything wrong with her per- 
formance, but restore clear 
lines authority. 

Perhaps because women 
group make less powerful 
segment the workforce, they 
appear the targets 
problem personalities more fre- 
quently than men.

berry bisque was sauce and that 
the tarragon sherbet, the garnish, 
was actually scoop ice cream. 
You might wonder why they 
brought the dessert before that 
soup you ordered. 

course, the flavors would 
remind you. Tarragon sherbet 
unlike anything else. Don’t look 
for Baskin-Robbins real soon. 
sherbet temperature, the new- 
mown hay component herb 
tarragon becomes the most prom- 
inent flavor. you have 
almost unsweetened ice (im- 
pressive texture, technically 
speaking) that tastes like new- 
mown hay. sweet blueberry 
sauce ... er, bisque. The total 
effect edible but not desirable 
food, only ideology. 

Salads are fancy and clever and 
good.

Strangers strange land 
Nadine Gordimer: South Africa under siege

Gordimer Stories” (play- 


ing daily Coolidge Corner 

through October 11) brings 
together seven short stories the South 
African writer Nadine Gordimer 
series one-hour films that tell how 
living under apartheid feels for black, 
coloreds, and whites alike. Most 
know something about the system 
political and economic repression that 
South African apartheid the poverty 
and social misery, the prisons and 
Bantustan homelands, the school riots 
Soweto. But few know what 
residéntial segregation looks like, what 
means have love affair with someone 
across the color bar, how whites and 
blacks make sense the divided worlds 
which they live. Partly because 
government restrictions, filmmaking 
underdeveloped enterprise South 
Africa; and Gordimer explained 


recent interview with Joseph Lelyveld for 
the New York Times, this series had 
made quietly and shoestring budget, 
about million dollars for the entire 
project. Rough and sometimes 
amateurish, these works nonetheless 
represent significant and, outside the 
disembodied banality the travelogue, 
rare attempt give South Africa 
film. Gordimer, who wrote several the 
screenplays herself, retained artistic con- 
trol over the project, insisting they 
sold only series. And with good 
reason: taken together, the stories ex- 
plore trom variety angles her central 
theme, the limits set love and loyalty 
between individuals society built 
racial hatred. 

Not that the films lack drama event: 
people are arrested and sent prison, 
village burned down. But even those 
stories that deal explicitly with trans- 


gressions South vicious racial 
laws are much meditations betrayal 
and the souring innocence and affec- 
tion they are legal infractions and 
their savage consequences. City Lovers 
and Country Lovers both concern of- 
fenses against the Immorality Act, which 
forbids not merely marriage but sexual 
relations between people different 
races. City Lovers, middle-aged 
German geologist working and around 
Johannesburg drifts into improbable 
but affectionate involvement with 
young colored woman (Indians people 
mixed race are officially designated 
colored) who works cashier his 
local supermarket. Maintaining the sepa- 
rate public lives the system requires, she 
with her dull job and traditional Indian 
family life, with his rock formations 
and elegant dinner parties, they build 
shared world the secrecy his 


apartment. Their intimacy shattered 
when the vice squad, tipped off 
suspicious concierge, arrives the 
door. the thuggish brutality 
the search for “evidence cohabita- 
tion” among sheets and underwear, 
invited contemplate the obsceni- 
laws against obscenity. But the 
film’s most disturbing truth arises out 
the premonitory tensions that have been 
gathering between the lovers. The 
geologist incapable understanding 
the girl’s constant fear discovery. 
half and she screams sudden 
rage when urges her stay the night. 
woman mixed race, she can 
neither sleep the roof like black nor 
share his apartment openly like white. 
And when the knock finally comes, 
recoils distaste from her animal fear, 
the indignity her flight into his 
bedroom closet, where she’s run 
ground the police, crouching terror 
struck the floor. Each has brought 
the relationship innocence the situ- 
ation can scarcely sustain: hers 
trusting willingness seduced and 
cared for; his version what 
Gordimer has called elsewhere the “evil 
innocence” white man who takes for 
granted the right conduct his personal 
life pleases, and fails recognize 
the critical difference between his own 
European democracy and the whites- 
only freedom South Africa. the 
companion story, Country Lovers, the 
physical beauty rural Africa and the 
even rhythms village life lull into 
sensuous appreciation the love affair 
between adolescent Afrikaner boy, 
heir his father’s farm, and the beautiful 
black village girl played with 
child. Only here there’s need for the 
authorities move in; the situation falls 


apart when the boy himself panics after 


discovering that his lover has given birth 
white baby.

THE NEW 
GERMAN CINEMA 


Ithough the two wunderkinds 
West German cinema, Werner 

Herzog and R.W. Fassbinder, are 
now well known American audiences, 
their less famous colleagues have had 
hard time getting their films shown 
outside inside their native country. 
The Museum Fine Arts going help 
rectify this situation with “The New 
German Cinema: 20-Year Retro- 
spective 1962-1982,” series that will run 
Friday nights through December 16. 
The program embraces wide range, 
from the Marxist minimalism Jean- 
Marie Straub’s The Chronicle Anna 
Magdalena Bach (October and the 
comedic feminism Helke The 
All-Around Reduced Personality (De- 
cember the highly politicized 
criticism Reinhard The Star 
(December 2). And films unknown 
directors, like Niklaus Schilling’s The 
Willi Busch Report (which opened the 
series), one can discover eccentric sensi- 
bilities that seem peculiarly home 
German cinema. Willi plot 
sounds like something out 
American screwball comedy from the 
order save his faltering country 
newspaper from bankruptcy, Willi Busch 
starts exaggerate small-town items 
into scandals and then resorts making 
completely, until one his 
false stories about spy ring apparently 
comes true. But rather than going for 
laughs, Schilling evokes and 


alienation, with the result that arouses 
queasy amusement his characters’ 
edgy reactions.

People Kombach (both October 21) 
use the genre’s conventions examine 
the fabric 19th-century German 
peasant life and the oppressive actions 
German nobility. But it’s the essentially 
modern preoccupation with spiritual and 
physical alienation movies like The 
Willi Busch Report that still defines the 
New German Cinema.

Poliakoff had good idea for play 
City Sugar. But that’s not unusual for 
English playwright. fact, having com- 
plained often about the lack public 
(which tends focus love affairs and 
domestic crises), survey the subject 
matter English plays with enthusiasm: 
jingoism, both contemporary and histori- 
oppression; social 
alienation; the effect the media 
society; and on. But many the plays 
themselves stink, and City Sugar stinks 
Poliakoff write dialogue, buries 
the point the play endless blather, 
and defers the confrontation between 
Brazil and Nicola until the penultimate 
scene, which the suddenly sober 
tells the shattered girl that he’s chosen 
her carry his message about the evils 
radio the youth the city, all the 
while lamenting that himself dis- 
penses milk-chocolate pap 
continue so, larger audiences, 
new job London.

Faithfull would win the part. Wis- 
dom? She sounds pickled it. She’s rock 
and roll’s Lauren Bacall diamond 
rough town, kid glove blue-jeans 
pocket. And the rasp her throat could 
break rocks chain gang. 1964 
Faithfull arrived swinging London 
full pout straight from 
English girlhood that imbued her with 
aristocratic vowels and the arrogance 
her convictions. “My first move was 
get Rolling Stone boyfriend,” she 
reminisced 1974 interview. slept 
with three and decided the lead singer 
was the best bet.” 

Nineteen years later, still 
slumming. Onstage the Paradise last 
Sunday night, she livened the usual 
tour-weary, what-town-are-we-in-to- 
night backchat singing couple 
lines from Chuck Little 
Sixteen” (“They’re really rockin’ Bos- 
ton And she sang them the 
languid drawl gentleman whose 
insult always intentional. With her 
black studded wristbands and her tidily 
bobbed hair she was Julie Andrews 
doing hard time: plummy diction, 
raunchy tone. Those ravaged smudges 
were her eyes, but those scarves, those 
pushed-up sleeves, were 
ingdale’s matron’s. And the way she 
smoked with self-conscious swagger 
last seen the junior high girls’ lavatory 
she could’ve hit the American 
Tobacco Institute for tour support. the 
years since Faithfull watched tears 
went and her drug problems and 
long-term affair with Mick Jagger were 
plastered over the tabloids, she’s 
achieved celebrity survivorhood: her 
current songs talk “confidence and 
pride” and “light piercing the pain.” 
The trouble is, four years ago, when 
Broken English marked her comeback 
rock and roll, she wasn’t just settling for 
survival. 

Broken English was the kind sweet

about. age when Faithfull might 
have been expected hang her rock- 
and-roll dreams and open art gallery, 
she and her band young musicians 
became dance-club phenomenon 
least record.

But was the cover versions 
side two that illuminated the album, both 
the unexpectedness the choices and 
the dramatic readings Faithfull gave 
them. rock-disco audience ac- 
customed the occasional eye-winking 
play the word funk, she offered the 
savagely articulate maledictions play- 
wright Heathcote Williams (“Does she 
have cobwebs her fanny?/I believe 
giving the dance-music 
sophisticates she offered Shel Silver- 
plaintive “Ballad Lucy Jordan,” 
with its gothic tale mid-life crisis and 
its warbling chorus (“At the age she 
realized never ride through Paris”). 
And long before anyone knew needed 
one, she delivered John Lennon’s elegy 
bitter, compassionate version his 
“Working Class Hero.” 

should come surprise that 
those three songs were the ones most 
requested during Faithfull’s recent Bos- 
ton debut and that she saved two them 
for the show’s grand finale. Faithfull and 
her five-piece band were Broken 


English tour four years and two albums 
late. Indeed, the show, which 
Broken eight cuts, under- 
lined how disappointing her later work 
has been. Although most that

Dangerous Acquaintances (1981) and 
Child’s Adventure (1983), and, lord 
knows, Faithfull’s voice hasn’t deserted 
her, these later albums seem dated 
way Broken English like 
expecting Bacall and getting Bette Davis. 
There are specific differences, the most 
grievous which the absence 
inspired covers. But even the band’s 
own songs, its earlier, powerful blues- 
based beat has been replaced fussy 
rhythms pastiche reggae, wa- 
tered-down funk, and some general- 
purpose “new wave.” The instrumenta- 
tion frillier, and it’s applied studious 
layers; the lyrics have turned inward, 
from the cold war chilly, private 
frame reference. Occasionally the 
Paradise song (like from 
Dangerous Acquaintances, 
Square,” from Child’s Adventure) was 
rescued the band (which included 
some Faithfull’s regulars) stripped 
down, direct-current performance. But 
for the most part, songs from 
most recent albums were the valleys 
between Broken peaks.

Certainly detailing the 
private, interpersonal impasses the 
later albums, she ends sounding 
theatrically overwrought. was the same 
voice, outsize and outlandish, that car- 
ried Broken English broader signifi- 
cance, made its references witches and 
Lucy Jordan’s frustrated ambitions seem 
like feminist manifesto, made the title 
references sound global. 

doubt, Marianne Faithfull likes the 
songs she’s singing now wants, fact, 
sing about narrower, more personal 
subjects her own words rather than 
making big statements. There were 
moments during Sunday’s performance 
when she seemed chafe under the 
eternal expectations. not your 
fuckin’ mother,” she snapped one 
voice the crowd. And later she 
admitted audience which 
women outnumbered men (and which 
included fair number lesbians), “I’m 
not really feminist....” Just 
favorite symbol adult women claim- 
ing rock and roll their own. must 
difficult for Faithfull have made 
album that apparently guaranteed that 
taken her own merits last, 
that she’d never again pop icon, cele- 
brity “girlfriend” pinned and dis- 
carded, and then discover that all celebri- 
some measure unmerited.

Spontaneity and surprise are 
drained, effects overwhelm substance, 
and the critics groan or, has been 
the case late, simply don’t notice. 
(There also much griping about selling 
out, but such complaints fail 
acknowledge that the majority jazz 
crossover efforts are commercial well 
aesthetic bombs, and they impose 
lofty standard self-denial the 
working musician.)

Hancock has maintained his jazz 
credentials, though, through work with 
and Wynton Marsalis; and 
Future Shock, aligns himself with 
least one segment rock’s avant-garde. 
Bassist Bill Laswell and synthesizer 
player Michael Beinhorn (who with 
engineer Martin Bisi form Material) have 
collaborated with Hancock the writ- 
ing, performance, and production the 
album, adding the raw crunch new 
wave what had become the pianist’s 
formula funk. And like much the most 
influential recent pop (and much the 
jazz called “new the results have 
made their impact beyond the confines 
so-called progressive playlists and 
sales charts; one friend put it, you can 
find “Rockit” FM, but you can’t avoid 
the streets.

The third great protégé Cole- 
man’s electric period, bassist Jamaala- 
deen Tacuma, has stayed close Prime 
Time, perhaps because his relative 
youth Ulmer and Jackson had turned 
when they launched their respective 
bands, whereas the bassist still only 26. 
But now Tacuma making his move, via 
three recent 12-inch singles his funk 
band, Cosmetic (which haven’t heard), 
and the first album under his own name, 
Show Stopper (Gramavision). 

say that Tacuma’s coming out has 
been eagerly awaited would 
understatement, for one the four 
five most original and satisfying 
musicians emerge the last several 
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(U2, Big Country), seems that the real 
attention getter the sound clustered, 
arcing guitars tight formation. Still, the 
pop/folk buoyancy distortion-free 
strumming airy layers undeniable; 
explicit nihilists have their niche rock, 
they have never been welcome either 
pop folk. when group doughy 
young Scots like Big Country lead 
singer, guitarist, and pianist Stuart 
Adamson (ex-Skids), guitarist and singer 
Bruce Watson, bassist Tony Butler, and 
drummer Mark Brzezicki jumps 
and delivers its rousing “In Big 
Country” the radio, the boosters come 
flooding out the woodwork root for 
chittering guitar harmonies, pealing vo- 
cals, and martial drum Indeed, 
the group’s debut album, The Crossing 
(Mercury), jumped from 114 its 
second week charts. 

Like too much work, The 
empty salutes. The Clash break into the 
Top 40, the Who stage for the last 
time, the Police forever Jung, and 
get the urge cheer without asking why. 
can still cheer, especially can 
still cheer clear-eyed youths eager win 
fans with honor, then maybe the 
pessimists are wrong, maybe can 
ignore the threnodies the air. Trouble 
is, committed young men’s folk rock 
depends tradition attacking 
hollow, upbeat gestures well glib 
despair. Its precision songwriting, which 
founded prerock arrangements, has 
renew common language lyric that 
pinpoints but goes beyond superficial 
issues. Masterful angry young men and 
women like Bob Dylan, the Byrds, and 
Fairport Convention discovered the con- 
tinuity between electric guitars and 
electrifying troubadours. Big Country 
have discovered the continuities among 
electric guitars that imitate bagpipes, 
melodies with dash Scottish jigs, 
producer Steve Lillywhite, tramping 
drumbeats, and overnight success. The 
first discovery gave rock opportunity 


update rural wisdom; the second 
merely gives programmers and dormies 
opportunity undercut dour elec- 
tropop with punky arcadia. 


Just three tracks out The 
Crossing “In Big Country,” 
“Chance,” and “Fields man- 
age set scene suggest story line. 
And “Chance” the only one which 
you can fill the narrative blanks with 
certainty. Most the other cuts 
particularly “Inwards,” “The Storm,” 
“1000 Stars,” and help 
sustain the momentum those three 
tracks, but elaborating mood 
without plumbing the bane sloppy 
folk-rock LPs. their worst, 
strident drumming and 
clarion vagaries (nuances hinting 
Bowie and Springsteen) demand that 
hurry and cheer provide the 
specifics later. Still worse, producer 
Lillywhite invariably proceeds make 
everything perfectly clear, even the most 
evasive, ham-fisted arrangements. 


the spirit gentle dissent, submit 
that the three cuts The Crossing are 
not rousing enough make stand 
and holler. “In Big Country” (which 
patterned closely the Skids’ “Working

Yes, The 
shimmering guitars and 
Bow bagpipe noises can raise weary 
head, but need better reasons than 
that accompany them the 
other side.

Meanwhile guitarist (and 
songwriting partner) Brian Hansen, bassist Steve 
Soto, and drummer Charlie Vartanian held their 
ground through Arthur’s swings with 
bombardment whiplash chords. Thanks 
exhilarating yelps and the guy’s sloppi- 
swaggered backing shouts, Sorrow,” was 
the most boisterous, winning cut the album. 
And Legal Weapon took perverse pleasure 
damning themselves out spite for those 
damned them first: fast and she died 
young/After all the things said 
end justify their means,” sang 
Arthur with brittle petulance Babies.”

That brief indignation blossomed the 
album’s title track, the only song which Arthur 
expressed disgust for her lifestyle: “It’s steel gray 
and it’s cold/ ... drugs hours 
sense.” Legal Weapon’s commitment wasting 
themselves seemed forced, shaky, their 
recklessness were face-saving ploy adopted 
those who run with the pack. were left rooting 
for them break free and save themselves. 

It’s not surprising, then, that Your 
Legal Weapon struggling escape their self-dug 
grave. Neither odd, given “Death 
Innocence,” that unleash venomous attacks 
their former comrades “Die, die, spits 
Arthur the in-crowd the albums 
opening track. What unexpected the self- 
satisfied tone and vague reasoning behind the 
commercial path they’ve taken. The bulldozer 
rhythm section Vartanian and Soto has been 
replaced Adam Maples and Eddie Wayne; the 
songs are fussier (especially and “The 
Stare”), less haphazard and more pop-polished 
built around Maples’s precise yet furious 
doubletime drumming (it’s similar that 
Bonebrake), they climax with Hansen’s more 
disciplined solos. Legal Weapon have sacrificed 
most the hell-bent pizzazz and all the 
viciousness their debut; their transformation 
from punks who scorned marketing maneuvers 
punks who might get MTV with the right video 
infuriatingly ordinary.

Muhal Richard Rejoicing with the 

Light nicely illustrate both wide 
intellectual compass and the versatility the 14- 
member orchestra has assembled. the 
crepuscular, postserial “The Heart Love and 
Abrams employs knelling drums, swarm- 
ing bass and cello, and plummeting woodwinds 
focus remarkable performance Janette 
Moody, classically trained coloratura who glides 
easily from register register, always giving the 
impression holding power reserve. The vocal 
passages Abrams has written for Moody have 
nothing with jazz, yet they constitute one

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Continued from page 
reimpose right-wing, pro- 
Western monarchy. any case, 
the officials would conclude, 
all now agree that the war 
was “tragic mistake.”

The experiment just outlined 


not wholly fanciful. Nearly every 
rationalization advanced these 
hypothetical German 
has its analogue American 
political discourse during the 
post-Vietnam era. course, the 
Nazi phenomenon sui 
generis. The United States did 
not erect crematoria Vietnam, 
nor did send dissidents 
concentration camps (at least not 
American dissidents).

courageous, can easily transcend 
these limits; difficult even 
recognize them.

tutes dragging away bemused 
Gls; rising lush green 
hills and plains with quaint straw 
huts exploding smoldering; 
and always and everywhere, 
strewn about, 
dazed, mangled, dying, dead. 
see Kissinger’s “Peace 
hand” press conference from 
1972 and moments later view the 
ruins Bach Mai hospital after 
the Christmas bombing. see 
President 
earnestly that seek wider 
his aides now explain 
camera that they seized the 
second (and fictitious) Gulf 
Tonkin incident pretext for 
rushing through Congress long- 
prepared resolution authorizing 
wider war. And see NBC 
crew stand General Nguyen 
Noc Loan, the South Vietnamese 
security chief, steps 
handcuffed civilian suspected 
working with the Vietcong and 
shoots him the head. These 
images seared the best minds 
generation; brought together 
this series, they have lost none 
their former power. 

There are powerful new im- 
ages, too. After years with the 
guerrillas, NLF military pho- 
tographer visits her family the 
South and finds that her younger 
brothers have joined President 
Another South Vietnamese 
woman recalls that after the 
Communists captured Hué, they 
asked her father, government

1975, occasion for merrymak- 
ing. 

From the vast quantity 
available footage (the series was 
coproduced with British and 
French networks and entailed 
research the film archives 
half dozen other countries), 
producer Richard Ellison and his 
crew have 
though not polemically. The edit- 
ing seamless and unobtrusive. 
And the early episodes, which 
narrate Indochina’s first contacts 
with the West, they have caught 
the pathos that catastrophe 
retrospect bestows. 

Most this history told and 
(to far lesser extent) reflected 
through interviews. the course 
hours, vast number the 
mighty and the humble come on- 
stage and speak their few 
many lines. This, too, moving, 
though sometimes ways that 
the filmmakers may not have 
intended. There are interviews 
with many former 
American officials, among them 
Dean Rusk, McGeorge Bundy, 
Clark Clifford, George Ball, Walt 
Rostow, Maxwell Taylor, William 
Westmoreland, Henry Cabot 
Lodge, William Colby, Edward 
Lansdale, Roger Hilsman, and 
course Henry Kissinger. From 
this gallery eminences the 
filmmakers have managed 
elicit not single profound 
original comment. The soporific 
effect chatting cozily with 
interviewer Stanley Karnow, 
journalistic insider and chief cor- 
respondent for the series, may 
partly responsible perhaps 
one this collection the 
dumbest and the dimmest had 
anything profound original 
say. Still, these interviews are not 
without interest. one revealing 
scene Ray Cline, former deputy 
director the CIA, admits 
years later that the time 
realized reports the second 
Gulf Tonkin incident were 
“unsound” now and then 
breaking furtively into un- 
repentant grin. Clark Clifford 
recounts his disenchantment 
after arriving the Pentagon: 


“How long would take 
succeed Vietnam? They [the 
Joint Chiefs Staff] didn’t know. 
How many more troops would 
take? They couldn’t say. Were 
two hundred thousand the an- 
swer? They sure. Might 
they need more? Yes, they might 
need more. Could the enemy 
build exchange? Probably. 
what was the plan win the 
war? Well, the only plan was that 
attrition would wear out the 
Communists. Was there any in- 
dication that reached that 
point? No, there wasn’t.” goes 
his eye, how conspired with 
few other doubters the inner 
circle turn the confused and 
frustrated Johnson against 


further escalation. Genial old 
Clark Clifford appears engag- 
ing this moment, deserving 
every reasonable 
gratitude, that seems churlish 
hold his malefactions against 
him. 

and large, the Vietnamese 
eminences interviewed 
Premier Pham Van Dong and 
General Nguyen Giap are 
bland and predictable their 
American counterparts. (In con- 
trast, former South Vietnamese 
vice-president Nguyen Cao 
such jaunty, cynical bandit that 
he’s almost attractive.) But 
lison and his crew have also 
interviewed great many ordi- 
nary Vietnamese, and their hag- 
gard, stoical faces, with cigarettes 
hanging down French-style, tell 
another, not altogether com- 
prehensible story. may 
patronizing, even racist, 
wonder what made the Viet- 
namese hold out for long 
against what was effect 
limited nuclear war. (In The Fate 
the Earth Jonathan Schell 
described the probable effects 
one-megaton bomb New 
York City; nine and half mega- 
tons were dropped 
dochina.) But for American, 
the question inevitable. 
also, perhaps, unanswerable. 
least, unanswered here, for 
all the filmmakers’ respectful 
attention. 

They have succeeded better~ 
with ordinary Americans. The 
emotional high point the 
interviews with Vietnam 
veterans intercut with combat 
footage. Their comments run the 
gamut, and every voice dis- 
tinctive. Robinson Risner, 
bomber pilot and prisoner war, 
primly explains that antiwar 
demonstrations boosted enemy 
morale and thus furthered the 
Communist cause. But one’s dis- 
like for this little bantam dis- 
pathetic nobility, that 
American officer had always 
assumed would never give the 
enemy any information, but that 


was beaten, and did. Jack 
Hill, burly black Marine, de- 
livers stunning monologue, 
vivid and terrible anything 
the literature the Vietnam war: 
Waiting for the word 
advance, but there 
advance. was pinned 
down, all day, all night. 
the rain, and rained like 
somethin’ pitiful. And 
see nothin’, 
couldn’t see nothin’, 
were just pinned down.

history have two tasks: 
dramatize and analyze. 
general, the makers Vietnam: 
Television History have 
dramatized the Indochina war 
superbly. The series full 
skillfully but responsibly evoked 
sensations. Like successful trag- 
edy, arouses pity and terror 
its spectators. 

Analytically, the series less 
successful. The filmmakers fail 
ask the most complex and funda- 
mental questions about the war 
failure that may have more 
with the limits the 
medium than with any lack 
diligence dispassion. Certainly 
this careful and intelligent 
television documentary like- 
conveys good deal infor- 
mation, some crucial and 
unfamiliar; and avoids most 
(though not all) pernicious 
clichés. For example, the film- 
makers have taken the trouble 
put the refugee flights 1954 
and. 1975 perspective: the 
former case, Catholics were en- 
couraged flee the Catholic- 
controlled South CIA propa- 
ganda strong stuff,” one 
its creators admits); the 
latter, many the refugees were 
the families retreating ARVN 
troops. They stress that was 
Thieu who broke the 1973 cease- 
fire. early episode points out 
that after World War the British 
occupiers used the defeated 
Japanese forces control the 
population and suppress Viet- 
minh partisans until the French 
could resume their colonial 
authority. (The use right-wing 
collaborators and 
pression antifascist resistance 
movements was consistent Brit- 
ish-American postwar policy.) 
And most usefully, they have

That would 
pursuing some highly abstract 
and elusive questions. How 
you dramatize the domino the- 
ory, least its more com- 
plicated and plausible versions? 
How you show ideology 
taking life its own, 
American anticommunism did 
the 1950s, such extent that 
rational, cost-effective imperialist 
venture, like supporting French 
colonial wars Indochina, be- 
came expensive, 
cataclysmically destructive night- 
mare? Most important and intrac- 
table, how you explore the 
sources within American culture 
genocidal high-tech violence? 
has taken entire literature 
the scholarship Gabriel Kolko 
and William Williams, the 
polemics Carl Oglesby and 
Noam Chomsky, among others 
merely raise the first two 
these questions. Only few 
flawed, ambitious works, like 
Peter Hearts and Minds 
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Norman Mailer’s Why Are 
proached the third. They have 
impossible questions; 


bound fail. But one bound to. 


try, else achieve more than 
Vietnam: Television History 
compelling chronicle, not 
groundbreaking inquiry. 

And then there are the in- 
evitable simplifications. The nar- 
rator this 13-part documentary 
speaks more than few 
thousand words and liable 
fall into verbal shorthand. 
one point the narrator remarks 
passing that the American goal 
preserving “independent 
South Vietnam” was fading. “In- 
The documentary 
has already presented abundant 
evidence that every South Viet- 
government for the 
preceding years had been 
wholly dependent the United 
States. Another episode opens 
with narrator saying: 
“American combat troops went 
into Vietnam prevent the 
Communists from taking over.” 
That’s one way putting it. 
Here’s another: 
troops went into Vietnam 
consolidate its takeover 
corrupt, repressive ruling elite, 
opposition what 
American 
nized was the only popular, 
honest, competent, genuinely na- 
tionalist political movement 
the country.” The 
mulation less accurate, 
the documentary makes clear. 
But imagine hearing it, flat out 
like that, authorita- 
tive baritone voice, national 
television: inconceivable. 
would sound stilted, strident, 
propagandistic. the ideological 
universe American mass 
media, radical truth risks sound- 
ing like propaganda. 

The point worth insisting 
may well the most

change the video-game market rules 


Peter Mitchell 


ure, video games are fun. 
But how many times can 

you chase the same yellow 
blob around the same maze? 
game well-designed, offering 
several playing screens and in- 
creasing levels difficulty that 
continue challenge you your 
skill grows, you probably can 
continue play with pleasure 
for several months. not 
lucky, new game can get 
boring the first week. the 
300 different video games the 
market, only about are really 
first-rate. The more game 
cartridges you buy, the more 
duds you inevitably will ac- 
cumulate. 

nephews are typical, the 
average home video-game play- 
cartridges, only three four 
which are active use. follows, 
then, that the 150 million game 
cartridges American homes, 
perhaps about 100 million are 
“dead” gathering dust the 
could somehow repro- 
grammed with new and 
esting games? 

this were just consumer 
problem, might remain with 
indefinitely. But warehouses full 
cartridges that are selling 
poorly not all are problem 
for manufacturers well. Atari 
and ActiVision recently cut the 
price some their slow-selling 
games little five dollars 
apiece order unload them.) 
The video-game business, like the 
recording, book publishing, and 
motion picture businesses, has 
turned out boom-or-bust 
deal: the average title loses 
money, but one out be- 
comes massive success that 
earns its makers millions 
dollars and compensates many 
times over for the losers. the 
first nine months 1982, Imagic 
(which had several successes and 
one monster hit, Demon Attack) 
achieved after-tax earnings 
$6.5 million $40 million 
gross sales extraordinarily 
high profit percentage. 

The trouble that the people 
charge can’t tell advance 
which cartridges are going “go 
gold,” and they don’t learn 
whether game dud until 
after has been distributed 
stores. the past year, least 
four major companies have gone 
bankrupt manufacturing and dis- 
tributing millions video game 
cartridges that failed sell. It’s 
high-risk venture, and the 
game business the players 
don’t ever like lose. 

the newer entrepreneurs are 
searching for and finding 
ways take some the risk out 
the business games. one 
has yet offered recycle the old 
cartridges that are already gather- 
ing dust closets, but least 
two companies are launching 
new types cartridges that are 
designed reprogrammed 
cartridges, the game 
tronically coded ROM (read- 
only memory) chip, which 
intended hold its contents 
permanently. Erasing and repro- 
gramming those ROMs would 
cost much manufacturing 
new ones, there not much 
incentive for manufacturer 


cartridges for the major brands 
home computers (Atari, Com- 
modore, TI) well for video- 
game consoles. The company 
presently using this design ap- 
proach offer retail dealers (and 
itself) “100 percent hits” policy: 
any Romox cartridge that turns 
out slow seller can re- 
turned the dealer the Romox 
factory where will repro- 
grammed with more popular 
title, that neither Romox nor 
the dealers will stuck with 
back room full cartridges that 
can’t sell. 

This fall Romox plans broad- 
the approach installing re- 
programming terminals stores; 
you buy Romox cartridge and 
later grow tired it, you can 
bring back the store and, for 
few dollars, have repro- 
grammed with something else. 
Since this can done over and 


over again, you can continually 
supplied with new game 
programs, and never get stuck 
with game you like. 


While this will obviously 


peal people who play lot 
games, its potential especially 
interesting for the emerging cat- 
egory “edu-tainment” home 
computer programs that serve 
solid educational purpose, while 
also being entertaining. You 
could buy couple elementary 
word-recognition games for 
very young child, and period- 
ically reprogram the cartridges 
with more advanced tutorials 
the child grows numbers, basic 
arithmetic, advanced arithmetic, 
vocabulary, spelling, typing, 
French, and on. EPROM 
cartridges will cost more buy 
initially than ordinary ROM 
games, but the long run they 
could much more economical 


than continually investing new 
cartridges. course, the stan- 
dard caveat applies here: the 
cleverness the technique 
matter the programs 
good. Time will tell. 

Telenet taking slightly 
different approach 
EPROMs. When you bring 
cartridge back the store for 
reprogramming, the dealer will 
use telephone data link tap 
into the company’s central com- 
puter and download the program 
directly into your cartridge. You 
get much more up-to-date 
than that. The store even 
maintain stock games; when 
you want buy game, the 
dealer can just download the 
appropriate code onto blank 
cartridge. You never have 
worry about the particular game 
you want being sold out before 
you get the store, and newly 
developed games will become 
instantly available the retail 
level. 

course, since you can now 
get game programs via tele- 
phone data line, you might like 
eliminate the middleman and 
all yourself, home. Many 
owners home computers have 
already learned how: using 
phone modem, you can tap into 
bulletin 
board services and download 


game programs, storing them 
disk tape for later play. 
course, the choice limited: Atari 
isn’t about undercut the mar- 
ket for its best-selling cartridges 
making the same games avail- 
able through data bank. Com- 
puServe, the largest computer 
data bank, with 70,000 home- 
computer 
tionwide, has modest range 
game programs that 
downloaded, but its particular 
games that are played “on-line.” 
the largest these, MegaWars, 
you can participate giant 
interstellar space war against 
dozens (sometimes hundreds) 
other players around the country, 
while CompuServe’s comptuers 
Ohio keep track the evolv- 
ing strategy. The cost on-line 
gaming about cents 
minute, per hour. 

Coleco and AT&T have an- 
nounced joint plan offer 
another on-line game-by-phone 
service, starting next summer, 
that will work with all types 
home video-game consoles, 
well with computers. Coleco 
will supply the games and build 
the plug-in interface module (in- 
cluding phone modem), while 
AT&T will handle the distribu- 
tion the games via its high- 
quality data lines, for subscrip- 
tion cost the neighborhood 
$20 per month. 

On-line gaming expensive 
you play for long periods, and the 
phone tied for long the 
game play. avoid these 
problems, Control Video Corp 
has iaunched fast game-down- 
loading service called GameLine 
that works with standard Atari 
VCS and Sears video game con- 
soles. use it, you buy the $60 
CVC Master Module, which 


plugs into your game console like 


cartridge but contains high- 
speed telephone modem and 
memory circuit. When you want 
play game you call the CVC 
GameLine number (which will 
either local call toll-free 800 
number), select your game 
(which downloads into your 
module less than minute), 
and hang the phone. Each 
download costs and gives you 
hour two play. Unlike 
the Romox and Telenet 
program stored semi-per- 
manently and available for re- 
use until you choose have 
erased and reprogrammed, the 
GameLine module only retains 
the downloaded program tempo- 
rarily until you switch off the 
power, until the game has 
been played specified number 
times.

Vision Associates. LaserVision

This exhaustive compilation 
movies and still pictures taken 
from NASA files the Apollo 
moon missions constitutes 
immense storehouse 
mation for 
users, technical libraries truly 
dedicated space buffs. With such 
limited audience, the produc- 
tion costs have spread 
pretty thick: price 
princely $320. 

You don’t have spend this 
much, though, see these pic- 
tures; you can rent the disc from 
Instant Replay Waltham for 
$12 per week (which triple the 
usual rate, because the title’s 
high purchase price). Video Vis- 
ion also has two other releases, 
Space Shuttle and Voyager, 
which yet seen. 

Apollo contains highlights 
Apollo missons 11, 12, and 
through 17.

Finally, the fourth ascent, 
from Boston Common Octo- 
ber 13, 1860, Black succeeded 
capturing the first aerial images 
American city. 

The trip didn’t end smoothly 
the balloon came down 
clump high bushes some 
miles away, Marshfield but 
two photographs (of the same 
view) survived. They show 
mid-19th-century Boston, 
ready densely packed urban 
landscape roofs, dormer win- 
dows, skylights, and chimneys.

During the two world 
wars, photo reconnaissance be- 
came major strategic device. 
Colonel Edward Steichen 
worked this area during World 
War Antoine Saint-Exupéry 
was reconnaissance pilot during 
World War II. Saint-Exupéry, 
connaissance flight from France 
1944. 

More recently, aerial photogra- 
phy has come used for heat- 
loss surveys, 
search, forestry analysis, real- 
estate appraisal, and engineering 
work. The Boston Yellow Pages 
lists fewer than firms under 
“Aerial Photographers.” But the 
aesthetic motivations for shoot- 
ing photographs from thousands 
feet are still with us. Aerial 
images are irresistible, not just for 
their sweeping panoramic views, 
but also for the new perspective 
the world they convey. Early 
this century, Italian Futurist 
painters were fascinated the 
images they saw from airplanes. 
Filippo Tommaso Marinetti, who 
gave the Futurist movement its 
name, even went far 
propose new school painting, 
(or aero-painting), 
declaring, “The sky, hitherto con- 
sidered man’s roof, will become 
his pavement.” 

hasn’t quite worked out that 
way, course. But today there 
are still photographers who work 
from light airplanes and helicop- 
ters, for other reason than 
try capture the bird’s-eye view.

William Garnett frequently 
described the Ansel Adams 
aerial photography. has been 
taking aerial photographs since 
1945, when cross-country trip 
the navigator’s seat DC-4 
persuaded the hitherto ground- 
based advertising photographer 
take the sky. “The United 
States was beautiful from the 
air,” recalls, “that made 
resolution that would make 
career documenting how beau- 
tiful this country 

Initially, Garnett spent great 
deal time (and three Gug- 
genheim Foundation grants) de- 
vising ways adapting military- 
reconnaissance 
peacetime artistic purposes. Now 
has his system down pat: 
flies his own plane, 1955 Cessna 
170, from airport close his 
Northern California home and 
shoots pictures while he’s flying, 
choosing among four 35mm SLRs 
and pair Pentax 6X7s. Gar- 
nett says that the inherent stabili- 
his airplane allows him 
divert his attention photogra- 
phy for short periods time 
without losing control. 

Garnett’s photographs, which 
have recently been issued 
luxurious coffee-table collection, 
The Extraordinary Landscape: 
Aerial Photographs America 
(Little, Co., 1982, $60), 
exhibit simplicity that belies the 
technical obstacles that must 


overcome take them. It’s not 
surprising, then, that when asked 
describe the most crucial ele- 
ment good aerial photography, 
replies, “Getting the light 
right. The position the sun 
always determines what kind 
texture and form you get. 
noon, flat, which 
all right for photographing cities, 
but for farmland and fields and 
rock formations, the position 
the sun very important.” 

Garnett’s photographs, which 
prefers print large 
formats, show surprising 
amount detail, given the condi- 
tions. “Everything aerial 
photograph tiny, when you get 
thinking about it,” Garnett 
says. are not really close 
anything. the aerial photogra- 
pher dependent great deal 
clarity, give the photograph 
reality and sparkle. 

“Aerial photographs also have 
sharper, edge edge, than 
photos taken the ground,” 
continues. “If you are the 
ground and you are doing street 
scene, for example, and you are 
focusing people, and you get 
them good and sharp, one 
ever looks the corners see 
you've gotten them. But 
aerial photograph, people tend 
scan the whole area, 
held higher standard.” 

Getting this quality and sharp- 
ness easy from flying, 
vibrating platform that demands 
fast shutter speeds. The new, fast 
films could the answer, but 
Garnett doesn’t think they have 
the quality wants; still 
shoots the slowest film can get 
away Kodachrome 
and 64. This increases the 
importance lens speed. “First

all pan with the action, like 
sports photographer, get the 
clearest image,” Garnett says. 
“But high-quality fast lenses are 
the crux the whole thing. 
generally vary between 35mm, 
55mm, and 50mm. never used 
higher than 105mm, but 
the last few years some 135mm 
lenses have come out that are 
very, very sharp, now I’m 
using one for details.” 

Over the years, air pollution 
has been constant adversary, 
one that has turned Garnett into 
passionate environmentalist. 
“Air pollution isn’t concen- 
says. “There was lot open 
dump burning those days. But 
today it’s more widespread. 
1976 flew from San Diego San 
Antonio and was never able 
see more than miles the 
pollution was 5000 feet thick.” 

result the pollution, 
Garnett has also become dedi- 
cated weather watcher. “Cold 
fronts are what you really want 
look for,” says. “They can 
really clear out large area, 
leaving clean, sparkling 
Warm fronts move more slowly, 
and hold the pollution. There are 
some cities now [where] you can’t 
get anything from the air unless 
following cold front.” 

When asked for advice 
amateurs who may interested 
shooting aerial image, 
Garnett suggests keeping close 
eye the weather. “The day you 
pick your work very 
important,” says. “If there’s 
lot haze there, there isn’t 
any filter that going help you 
out.”

Assessing instant slide film

world, sometimes happens 

that brand name 
becomes synonymous with the 
product itself. What Kleenex has 
done for tissues and Band-Aid 
has done for plastic bandages, 
Polaroid has done for instant 
pictures. For generation now, 
the scientific marvels Dr. Land 
and his colleagues Polaroid 
have been the delight the 
family snapshooter, 


valuable tool for the working 
professional, and just about in- 
dispensable anyone needing 
make quick and instantly ob- 
tainable record anything, any- 
where. matters hardly all 
that other companies have now 
joined the instant-print 
When dispatched investigate 
accident, the insurance in- 
vestigator will always bring along 
his “Polaroid.” This, course, 
double-edged sword. Last year, 


while was Haiti, continually 
heard people there referring 
Nikon “le Kodak.” 

Last April, move whose 
significance probably not yet 
fully appreciated, Polaroid 
entered the world 35mm pho- 
tography. keeping with its 
tradition providing immediate 
gratification, Polaroid introduced 
instant 35mm slides. Color one 
minute why, that’s even faster 
than Ektachrome. more, 


the processing requires dark- 
room, expensive equipment 
complicated chemistry, exact- 
ing temperature controls, reels 
tanks. Just simple shoebox- 
sized processor, which, along 
with the film and chemistry, 
makes the heart Polaroid’s 
instant system. 

What makes all this even more 
intriguing the fact that are 
talking about two things that 
have never been mentioned 
the same sentence Polaroid: 
35mm and transparency. Tra- 
ditionally, Polaroid systems have 
simply been Polaroid cameras 
using Polaroid film, which yield- 
prints instantly. order use 
Polaroid film, one had have 
either Polaroid camera 
specially designed Polaroid back 
(for view cameras, microscopes, 
copystands, and on). The 
radical departure here, then, 
that the new Polaroid films have 
been designed for existing non- 
Polaroid The 
mountain, speak, has come 
Mohammed. 

recently tested the new Polar- 
oid transparency film for 
Polaroid. There are three types 
film that work under this system. 
The color film, Polachrome, has 
ASA 40, which puts 
squarely between the two lions 
the color-slide world: Koda- 
chrome and Kodachrome 64. 
There continuous-tone black- 
and-white film called Polapan, 
which has ASA 125, and 
high-contrast copy slide 
called Polagraph, which has 
ASA 400. These films look like 
any other 35mm film, and once 
they’re exposed, processing 
almost ridiculously simple. 
sold, the film comes with 
self-contained plastic cube. The 
chemistry packet has “leader,” 
just like the leader roll 
film. All you have place 
the chemistry its appropriate 


place the processor, attaching 
the leader clearly designated 
nub the front the processor. 
Then attach the film leader the 
same nub the chemistry leader 
that the two leaders are top 
each other. Next, close the 
processor, flip switch, wait 
seconds, and crank knob, until 
you feel the tension that lets you 
know that the film totally 
unwound. Now wait one minute, 
crank the knob back its origi- 
nal position (this rolls the film 
back into its cassette), and voila 
color slides. you can manage 
fit the round peg into its hole, 
and duplicate the motion neces- 
sary open car window (not 
even the same time, mind you), 
you too can master this process. 

Considering that photography 
itself medium only 125 
years old, the feat producing 
high-quality color slides one 
minute takes little added 
significance. When you realize 
that takes substantially longer 
hard-boil egg than does 
develop color slides using this 
process, the perspective becomes 
even clearer. Bill Gallery, long 
considered the dean color 
shooters the Boston area, 
recalls testing this film early 
Las Vegas, using elaborate 
camera set-up mounted the 
hood his car. Gallery looked 
suspicious was pulled over 
the police, and was forced 
develop his film then and there.

Boston, then San Francisco, 
St. Louis, and Washington.

Against the elements 
nature photography primer

uring this time year, 
people travel New 

England from all parts 
the country enjoy the autumn 
photographs the beautiful vis- 
tas, hoping capture the season- 
color. Unfortunately, weeks 
later, when they pick their 
processed prints slides from 
the drugstore, the results are 
often disappointing. Somehow, 
seems the intense reds, yellows,

Had they been aware few 
technical and compositional 
tricks, these beginning nature 
photographers would not have 
been disappointed with their pic- 
tures.

Both these concerns may 
unwarranted.

This usually means that the store 
will mark repairs that you 
are actually paying the entire 
cost. 

Some stores offer limited 
exchange period the event that 
you simply don’t like what you 
bought, and some stores will let 
you rent used equipment that 
you can try out and make sure 
it’s what you want. important 
that you find out what kind 
guarantee you are getting and 
what the policy exchanges 
before you buy. 

Most the stores queried 
offered 30-day full guarantee; 
some the guarantees included 
limited exchange policy. The 
following brief survey the 
policies several larger camera 
stores.

“Consignment people want 
sell quickly. They need the 
money fast, price rea- 
sonably,” 
manager Penney. 

Nevertheless, when you buy 
consignment equipment there 
usually trial period, all sales 
are final, and there guaran- 
tee. Some dealers caution that 
though you can often get the best 
bargains consignment equip- 
ment, you buy this way 
unless you are least somewhat 
knowledgeable about equipment.

Two years ago, Proehl and his 
family moved California, pri- 
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marily because the climate and 
the density development af- 
forded more opportunity for 
work. Today, still shoots lot 
commercial assignments. 
though recently came across 
William Garnett’s work, and 
impressed it, credits land- 
based photographers like Pete 
Turner, Joel Meyerowitz, and 
Ernst Hass with having strongly 
his work. “What 
admire photograph wher- 
ever it’s taken strong sense 
color and bold design,” 
says. “Aerial shots can broken 
down into two types: the wide- 
angle shot that shows some sort 
panorama, and the telephoto 
shot, looking straight down, that 
gives you two-dimensional,

works without color and design. 

“When you come right down 
it,” continues, “90 percent 
aerial photography logistical 
getting helicopter that’s not 
down for maintenance, getting 
the right weather, and getting 
over the site when things are 
looking good.

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WBCN: Rocking Boston Since 1968 


“Caesar. Beware the Ides 
March.” 
Shakespeare 


Obviously, neither Julius nor 
William were rock and roll fans, 
because years ago the Ides 
March meant glad tidings 
and rollers the Boston 
area 

Fifteen years ago, March 
15, 1968, cramped dressing 
room the Boston Tea Party 
psychedelic dance-concert 
club), served the first home 
for WBCN. Those initial broad- 
casts were hosted Mississippi 
Harold Wilson (later Mississippi 
Fats and still later the Missis- 
sippi sandwich fame Ken- 
more Square), and young 
R&B singer named Peter Wolf, 


then with struggling band 


called the Hallucinations, and 
subsequently kinetic frontman 
for the Geils Band. 

The program those heady 
days was called The American 
Revolution, when rock was rele- 
gated the wee hours the 
morning 104.1 FM. During the 
rest the broadcast day, WBCN 
played music, least 
for while. But rock has always 
been the music the people 
and eventually the people won 
out, for less than two months 
after The American Revolution 
hit the airwaves, WBCN became 
24-hour pioneer progressive 
programming. Today, the 
station still committed rock 
and roll and has evolved into 
AOR’s most famous and 
best-loved according 
Radio Records magazine. 

WBCN has come long way 
since those early times the 
dressing room rock club. 
Today, its state-of-the-art 
studios are located Boylston 
Street contemporary facility 
befitting the station’s stature 
the Boston market. 

But years ago, WBCN was 
nothing more than concept 
belonging 33-year-old law- 
yer named Ray Riepen. Original- 
from Kansas City, Riepen was 
part-owner the Tea Party 
and was looking for station 
the Boston area where rock 
serious and creative way. 

Riepen, 
nessman, would later ac- 
cused trying monopolize 
Boston’s huge youth-media 
market. But was able 
convince WBCN’s 
shareholder, Mitchell Hast- 
ings, let rock and roll mad- 
ness replace staid classical mu- 
sic WBCN’s airwaves from 
midnight am. daily. 
Thankfully for 
WBCN’s financial difficulties 
the time allowed Riepen ex- 
periment with the new format. 
Quickly, rock and roll completely 
took over the station, and WBCN 
was born. 

But WBCN is, and always has 
been, more than just the music 
played. The station was also tied 
the culture behind the music. 
When WBCN announcers spoke 
out against the Vietnam War, the 
tragedy Kent State, the 
1968 Democratic Convention 
riots Chicago, they reflected 
the times, the music and the 
audience way that other 
elsewhere ever had. 

was also quick ad- 
dress issues that have only 
recently become mandatory 
programming for the rest the 
broadcast community the 
women’s movement, gay rights, 
the third world, political corrup- 
tion and more. News director 
Danny Schechter News 
joined the station 
during the fall 1970 and 
turned the WBCN news into 
integral part the 
character. 


But Schechter was only one 
batch singular on-air per- 
sonalities WBCN its for- 
mative years. Sam Kopper, now 
the President Starfleet 
Studios, was first Pro- 
gram Director. Along with Norm 
Winer, Mississippi Fats, Stephen 
Clean (a/k/a/ Steve 
a/k/a/ almost anything), and J.J. 
Jackson (now M-TV), Kopper 
brought style the station 
that made the announcers much 
more important than just people 
who read commercials, song 
titles and weather reports. 

The station’s sound the 
early 1970s included items like 
listeners’ party updates, The 
Friend (linking 
travelers share expenses 
trips), and missing cat and dog 
reports. all sounds innocent 
indeed, naive now, but 
those broadcasts played im- 
portant role the community 
and demonstrated WBCN’s 
committment filling the 
broadcast needs its listeners. 

Riepen sold his interest 
WBCN 1972 the Century 
Broadcasting Company St. 
Louis, and the move brought 
some temporary chaos the 
station. radio legend Arnie 
Ginsberg was 
brought for what proved 
brief stint General Manager 
and had the privilege being 
the first several WBCN man- 
agement people fire 
Laquidara.

Laquidara was rehired within 
day, but the move caused 
Schechter form union the 
measure that didn’t 
have much impact until several 
years later when saved WBCN 
from self-destruction. Ginsberg 
left within the year, and was 
replaced Perry. Ex-DJ 
Perry had been part the 
station its youth, and 
remained for nearly decade, 
helping WBCN into the 
vanguard 
rock and roll across 


the country. 

1973, WBCN moved from 
its quaint quarters Stuart 
Street plush penthouse 
the Prudential Building. The re- 
sulting change the 
signal improved its quality con- 
siderably. 

1976, Charles Laquidara, 
afraid that was 
took prolonged sabbatical 
from the airwaves. few months 
later, Maxanne Sartori left the 
station. Since 1970, Maxanne 
had been pioneer 
female announcer. 

But WBCN’s proud history has 
been notable for the station’s 
ability attract talented people 
both on-air and off. Matt 
Siegel and Tracy Roach joined 
the station then, and both were 
part its daily on-air 
staff for several years. Tommy 
Hadges, announcer who was 
WBCN charter member, be- 
came 
Oedipus also joined the on-air 
corps, 1977, initially 
parttime basis. His Saturday and 
Sunday evening shifts provided 
the city with the first chunks 
punk, new wave and reggae 
music heard commercial ra- 
dio the Boston area. 

There were other major 
changes store for WBCN 
during the spring 1978. 
Shortly after station 
celebrated its 10th anniversary, 
Program Director Hadges 
after nearly decade fine tune 
the sound WCOZ, which was 
emerging chief com- 
petitor. 

But during the very same week 
that Hadges departed, David 
Bieber, Charlie Kendall and 
Mark Parenteau 
Parenteau. immediately took 
over the station’s 2-6 p.m. after- 
noon drive-time shift, where 
has been happily, and gar- 
rulously, ensconced ever since. 

Bieber was the promotional 
wizard the station had long 
lacked. His official title was 
“Creative Services Director,” 
and wasted time 
splashing WBCN’s logo and im- 
age all over the Boston area. 

Kendall came the station 
Operations Manager after stint 
Program Director KWST 
Los Angeles. 

Later that year, Kendall 
brought Tony Berardini Bos- 

ton from KTIM San Raphael, 
California. Within few months, 
Berardini was named WBCN’s 
Music Director. 

But the most significant de- 
velopment WBCN during its 
10th anniversary year was the 
sale the station for $3. 


Hemisphere 
Broadcasting. Mitchell Hast- 
ings was finally relinquishing 
control his pioneering station, 
though the sale 
finalized until February, 1979. 

The year 1979 started 
optimistic note for WBCN. The 
new owners, Hemisphere Broad- 
casting Corporation, were 
take active the 
station, and the staff was excited 
the prospects working for 
firm that had the funds 
actively support and promote 
the station. 

However, one the first 
things the new owners did was 
drastically clean house and fire 
majority the staff the 
station. What would have been 
death knell for most stations 
ended rallying point for 
WBCN and the city Boston. 
The entire station staff went 
what became legendary three- 
week strike. much sym- 
pathetic backing for the strikers 
came from the music communi- 
ty, the area advertisers and the 
station’s listeners that Hemi- 
sphere ended the strike rehir- 
ing the staff members previously 
let go. 

For the employees WBCN, 
the strike served foundation 
for potent esprit corps 
the station that maintained 
even today. For Hemisphere, the 
strike dramatically illustrated the 
importance WBCN Bos- 
ton’s music, radio, and popular 
culture communities. Listeners 
sent donations keep the 
strike active, advertisers pulled 


all spots from the pseudo-station 


that kept broadcasting during 
the strike. The Geils Band 
took out full-page ads several 
publications that established the 
band the side the strikers, 
and soon groups such the 
Cars, Aerosmith and Boston let 
area readers know that scabs 
WBCN were unacceptable. Nu- 
merous local and national acts 
waived their fees raise concert 
money for the strikers. 

When the strike was 
March, 1979, the staff 
WBCN had newfound solidari- 
ty, and Broad- 
casting had eye-opening re- 
spect for its newest acquisition. 

WBCN Creative Services Di- 
rector David remarks 
“Ultimately, the new owners 
proved everything that was 
expected.
